(i.e. an undergraduate ^society), 
nor is it, a standing committee 
of the Students' Society (clubs). 
Since it was created by the Stu- 
dents' Council, it must be a 
Standing Committee of Council 
(the only remaining classifica- 
tion). It Is, therefore, according 
to the constittttlon,^rabindinate 
to CouncU'^Snâlirther&ore not 
capable of rendering binding 
decisions.

The Committee found Allnutt 
and .Fournier guilty of 
"participating in the publication 
on campus of an article which 
contravenes standards of decency 
acceptable by and in this Uni- 
vcrêlty," but imposed the mild- 
est penalty possible. 

Though Ihe CbingiiHee. em- 
phasized that "It ■docs^riot view 
itself as a censorship board in 
Judgement of what mature uni- 
versity students read or write...", 
it said "Messrs. Allnutt and 
Fournier committed a ~ serious

error In Judgment and displayed 
irresponsible behaviour as edit- 
ors in accepting this article for 
publication." 

The report points out that 
its findings are not substantial- 
ly different from those of the 
Judicial Committee of Ihe Stu- 
dents' Society in its enquiry 
Into Allnull's conduct.ji^^ ' 

While noting that-"We^Ill' 
not attempt to explore the limits 
of good taste and the boundaries 
between literature and smut..." 
. it remarked that "references to 
living persons in a scurrilous and 
disgusting manner are inexcus- 
able, whether or not they are 
actually punishable under the 
laws of libel or obscenity." 

The Commillee indicated it 
did not find the Realist article 
humorous. 

"It is clear," they stated, 
"that the net Impact of the trun- 
cated Daily version on many in- 
telligent readers was merely one 
of revulsion and an impression 
, that the author wished them to 
accept as truth, the events de- 
scribed."

Suggestive cartoon hurts 

WOLFVlilE, N. S. (CUP) - The Realist has struck again. 

The Athenaeum, student newspaper_at Acadia Univer- 
sity, has been forced to change printers following refusal 
of the present company to reprint a cartoon taken from 
The Realist. 

The cartoon depicts three characters representing Russia, 
the USA and a woman, representing the world. The USA is 
pointing to the USSR and saying to the girl "It's his turn now, 
and then me again ..." 

George Baker, owner-publisher of the Kentvilte Publish- 
ing Company, instructed his printers not to run the cartoon. 

Baker contended the cartoon was 'Suggestive", and 
could hurt the image of Acadia University. 

He also expressed fear of possible low suits against the 
printer. 

Athenaeum editor len Pace said future issues of the 
paper wilt be printed by the Free Press of Dartmouth N.S. 
nearly 75 miles away. 

Pace contended "the printer is not the publisher and 
simply does not have a right to say what goes Into a paper."

Author advises niggers^ 
to reprint liis article

OTTAWA (CUP) — Jerry Farber, author of the controversial 
"The Student as Nigger", has urged Canadian student news* 
papers to reprint his article in protest. 

Farber, an English lecturer at Los Angeles State College, 
sold it shojuld be reprinted because of the fuss caused by ils 
publication In the lonce at the University of Windsor. 



In a telephone Interview, Far- 
bcr said, "Very often the best 
response students can make to 
Intimidation on thelpart of the 
Administration Is to push togct* 
her." 

Asked If university papers 
were Justified In printing the ar- 
ticle, termed obscene by at least 
two Canadian university admin- 
istrations, Farlxir said "I sort of 
assume that the burden of proof 
Is on the other side." 

He termed administration in- 
terference with reprinting the 



Nigger «tory or others as "un- 
justified". 

He said sucli administrations 
might be panicky, "or they could 
Just be acting in the good old 
traditional way — to stifle or 
put down any attempt on the 
part of students to grow up." 

"I think the Administration 
(at the University of Windsor) 
must be more regressive than 
most," he said. 

'The student as Nigger" was 
partly responsible for the Wind- 
sor Senate committee's threat to 




6xpcl the co^itors of the Lance 
three weeks ago. 

After campus protest and the 
calling of a Canadian University 
Press investigation, the commit» 
tec agreed to stop their actions 
against the Lance editors. 

The Ubjrssey first reprinted 
the article, taken from^an Amer- 
ican underground paper, the In- 
dian Head, In November 1967. 
Since then It has been reprinted 
In more than 10 Canadian stu- 
dent papers. ^ . 

Farber expressed surprise that 
the article was the centre of 
controversy In Canada. He did 
not feel It was obscene. 

'There Is a kind of a leering, 
guilty attitude towards sex," he 
Sflld. Pointing nut a definition of 
obsrrnlty as ".sex plus guilt", 
Fnrhnr said, "I don't have the 
guilt" 

"Friim my point of view," he 
said, "the form of the article is 
part of Its content." 

"We shouldn't set up a sterile 
atmosphere In an article of this 
type similar to that In the 
schools."

2. The Problem 

An article entitled "The Parts That 
Were Left Out of the Kennedy Book"

At the beginning of 
the article in question the reader is told 
that what follows consists of portions of 
the original manuscript of William Man- 
chester's book 'The Death of a Presi- 
dent" and that these portions did not

in a number 'of aDg^pr." : magazines. 
Subsequently, Mr^i^tujpCrassner, tlic 
editor of The Reallit, admitted that 
he had authored the article "The Parts 
lliat Were Left Out of the Kennedy 
Book" as satire. 

The editor of the McGIII Dally in 
1967-68 is Mr. Peter Allnutt. During 
this year the editor and his managing 
board have sponsored a supplement 
called Flux in the Friday issues of the 
McGIII Dally. Mr. Pierre Fournicr is

editor of the Flux supplement. One of 
the features in Flux has been a weekly 
column "Boll Weevils' under the by-line 
of Mr. John Fekete. On Friday, No- 
vember 3rd, the material which appear- 
ed in the column "Boll Weevils" was 
taken from Krassner's article. There 
were three main differences between the 
article which appeared in The Reallit 
and the article which formed the "Boll 
Weevils"" column. The first was in for- 
mat and may have been motivated by a 
desire to use less space — a number of 
short .pga kraphs in The Reallit version 
were Ml^mM'into longer paragraphs in 
the McGlli Dally. The second difference, 
is that in the Dally version two sections ' 
were omitted — six sentences from the 
first, third of the article and tlic final 
paragraph consisting of three sentences.. 
The" third was the presence throughout 
Tht Realist, and even on the page con- 
taining ihe article in question, of car- 
.tobns and other clear evidence of 
satirical intent. 

3. Thé Hearing 

Prior to the Committee meeting of 
November 13th the Chairman of the 
Committee, Vice-Principal Winkler, and 
another member of the Committee, Vice- 
Principal Oliver, voluntarilyj^wUhdrcw 
from the investigation boûnïs^tl^had 
been involved in the administrative de- 
cisions which resulted In the placing of 
the charge before the Committee. Anot-

On several occasions Messrs. Allnutt and 
i^Foumicr were asked whether they wish- 
ed the Committee to hear any other pc^ 
sons and on each occasion the offer of 
the Committee to do so was declined. 

For the duration of the hearing 
Messrs. Alinut and Foumier remained 
students of the University and on the 
staff of ahc McGill Dally. Neither the 
Principal (3.1) nor the Committee (8.8) 
placed cither student on administrative 
suspension. 

In addition to representations' by the 
two students and tiieir advisers, a num- 
ber of faculty members at the Univer- 
sity, requested a. delay in. the hearing so 
that thëy.coiild submit briefs. While the 
Committee was concerned with acting 
as expeditiously as possible it did ad- 
, Journ for twelve days, between Novem- 
ber 23id and December Sth, in order to 
permit these interested faculty mem- 
bers to make submissions. * 
* (The Code requires that any postpo- 
nement in a hearing be for not more than 
seven days (4.3). Messrs. Allnutt and 
Fournicr consented in writing to the 
longer postponement in, this case.) 



4. Findings 



Many issues have been raised at the 
University and in the wider communi- 
ty since November 3rd, 1067, and refe^ 
ence tci'Vont'e pf^tbésc^^ 
at the hearing '"andfinTbriefiBTsu^ 
to the Committee. Is Krassner's article 
satire? Is it acceptable and in good 
taste? Can such a judgment be made?

through their adviser, Mr. Marvin 
Scliecler, requested ,that the hearing be 
public in nature. Tlie Committee reject- 
ed thiS;;rcqucsl for a number of reasons, 
induding^.the' possibility of interference 
with the proceedings by spectators. Each 
of the students was authorized, how- 
ever, to be accompanied by two advi- 
sers. Before the second session (on No- 
vember 16th) the University offered the 
use of iU. closed circuitltelevision facili- 
ties to the CommittécIfSîSsfoffer was. 
communicated to Messrs. Alinut and 
Fournicr, both of whom accepted it. 
Consequently these facilities were used 
for the duration of hearing and the pro- 
ceedings were Ironsmiltod to a large 
screen in" Room 132 of the Leacock 
Building, with a seating capacity of 
nearly 700 persons. 

Subsequent sessions at which the stu- 
dents participated were held on, Novem- 
ber 16th,ii|ut|imdj23rd. and on Decem- 
ber 5th. ■'OlnaMtRV'at' these days the ses- 
.•;ion lasted approximately three hours, 
ilembers of the Committee were able^ 
to question Messrs. Allnutt and .Fpu|_ 
nier as well as their advis çra,^andkV icb^ 
versa. The proceedings wci^conSucted 
in an informal manner and all the part- 
icipants were able to make any state- 
ment or contribution that they wished. 



These are some of the very important 
questions which have been raised in 
recent works. Individual members of 
the Committee, along with others in 
the University community, have con- 
sidered all of these issues and may have 
reprcsenialibns to make with respect 
to some of them at the appropriate 
lime and place. For the purposes of the , 
present enquiry, howc ver,!- 'i^lBïwe; at- 
tempted to concentrate soleljrm^bbse ,.

literature was not the question before 
the Committee. Nor has the Committee 
answered the question as to whether 
publication- of this article would be in 
good taste if it appeared in other period- 
icab or journals. What has been of 
concern' to the Committee is the pub- 
lication of a condensed version by stu- 
dents of the University in the supple- 
ment of the McGIII Dally on Novem- 
ber 3rd, 1967. 

Some of the briefs submitted t^'tS? 
Committee deal Rpccifically with the 
problem of obscene and scatological mat- 
erial included in literary works of ac- 
cepted quality, particularly those with 
a satirical intent. Others described the 
use of the "put-on" as a literary device 
designed to trap the reader into be- 
lieving something which is manifestly 
absurd. This type of^ gument,ma y<pos- 
sibly be relevant t<^|^li^|!8BiBSal%ib- 
lication of the articIe'''in^^Tht Realist 
at the height of the controversy over 
the Manchester book and In the United 
Stales where the details surrounding 
the death of President Kennedy had a 
tremendous significance and had arous- 
ed an intense feeling. However, as one 
of the briefs points out, "to reprint It 
half a year after the real furore ov«- 
the Manchester book, and In a country 
which has never taken the same kind 
of interest as the U.S. in the assassina- 
iion, is certainly to increase the chances 
that the' 'satirist's purpose will fall". The 
Commlilce goes further than this. The 
deletions from the Krassncr article made 
in the "Boll Weevils" column cnsarcd 
that the alleged original satirical intent 
would be totally invisible for a large 
number of Intelligent readdrs of the 
McGIII Daily. In particular it might be 
instructive to quote in ils entirely the 
final paragraph of the original article, 
which lent /some credence to the satir- 
ist's; subsequently stated purpose, and 
which Was excised in the Dally version: 

'The glaze lifted from Jac- "Sï? 

aucune Kennedy's eyes. "I 
on't believe that Lyndon 
, Johnson had. anything to do 
with a conspiracy, but I do 
know this — Jack taught me 
about the nuances of power 
— If he wore miraculously to 
come buck to life and sud- 
denly appear in front of him, 
the first thing Johnson would 
do now Is kill him." She 
smiled sardonically, adding

It is clear that the net impact of the 
triinialcd Daily version on many Intel- 
ligent readers was merely one . of revul- 
sion and an impression that the author 
wished them to accept as truth the 
events described. 

.On several occasions the two students, 
speaking independently and also through 
thflr (iiajor adviser, Mr. Schecler, indi- 
cated that they accepted responsibility 
for' the publication of llie article and 
that they regretted their decisions which 
resulted in the appearance of the article 
in the McGIII Dally, Mr. Allnutt pointed 
out that he had read the Fekete article 
earlier in the week and had agreed to 
its publication. However, as soon as he 
saw it in the Dally during the morning 
of November 3rd, he realized that its 
publiMUon^wu^an error. Mr. Fournicr 
also realizcdTihat a mistake had been 
made, but his doubts developed after 
the^lnltial reaction of Ktudents, of others 
in the University community, and of 
the general ■ public. Both students have 
in fact admitted the falltire of an alleged 
satirical intent in the articlë'syrëpubll- 
cation.

The Committee is aware of the 
statement issued over Mr. All- 
null's signature which was releas- 
ed to the press media during 
the evening of November 3 and 
which appeared in the November 
6 issue of the McGIII Daily. In 
the official press release, Mr. 
Alinutt stated in part that: 

The material presented in 
the McGill Daily column 
"Boll Weevils" on Friday. 
November 3, 1967, reprinted 
from Tht Rtalltf, was at no 
time intended to be credi- 
ble. It was printed as a poli- 
. tical, social and literary 
satin. 

However, it should not have 
appeared in the McGIII Daily. 
We are not trying to shiric 
responsibility for having pu- 
blished the material. An e^ 
ror in Judgment was made: 
the article was considered 
in the context of Tht Rta* 
lilt and when it came out in 
our newspaper we realized 
that it had no place therein. 

The Committee agrees with 
this statement What may be 
argued by some as being accep- ' 
table in a Journal with a reputa- 
tion for a particular approach 
to reality, at a time when Man- 
chester's book was a major topic 
of conversation by the readers 
of that Journal, and in the mi- 
lieu of the United States, is 
inappropriate in the McGIII Dal- , 
ly. In the wider community It s- 
is accepted that what may pos- 
sibly be permissible In a satiri- 
cal review or in a literary Journal . ' 
is not necessarily suitable for a 
daily newspaper.. It may be signi- 
ilca nt^t pinote ;that Jn covering 
Itnisfnews'story'i' the "daily press 
did not reprint, in whole or in 
part, the material in the "Boll 
Weevils" column. While in a 
|l|^iversij|x;;sctting it is difficult 
^Ito^Serprecise as to what is and 
what is not suitable for a student 
daily, newspaper, throughout the 
years groups of students at this 
University have found it neces- 
sary to establish particular kinds 
of Journals and periodicals as 
vehicles for their creative expe- 
rimentation containing material 
unsuitable^foripublication in the 
McGIII Dali^By this device 
these sludents tfave avoided the 
problem presented by the fact 
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that the McGill Daily is the paper 
of all the students and is made 
possible by enforced subscrip- 
tion. That which may be accept- 
able in one kind of a literary 
journal, even one published in 
a university community, may be 
totally qnacceptable in a daily 
student newspaper or a supple- 
ment thereof. 

In the opinion of the Com- 
mittee, Messrs. Alinutt and Four- 
nier committed a serious error 
in Judgment and displayed , ir- 
responsible behaviour as editors 
in accepting this article for pu- 
blication. In this respect the 
Committee agrees with the find- 
ings of the Judicial Committee 
of the Students' Society in its 
enquiry into the conduct of . Mr. 
Alinutt. 

- At the present ;timB|lMXCom- 
mlttiKjl^im^cvIdence' bcforelt 
td^indlcater^ihat these - two stu- 
dents had any ulterior motives 
in the publication of the condens- 
ed version of the Krassner article 
and the - Committee; • therefore 
finds that Messrs. Alinutt and 
Foumier did not act maliciously. 
In this connection one might 
note that Mr. Alinutt explained 
that he had never seen the ori- 
ginal Krassner article prior to 
the publication In the Dally of 
the truncated version and that 
Mr. Foumier testified that he had 
not : 'seen the orl gi nahaarticle 
siniJc having readwlip^evcral 
months earlier in Tht Reillil. 

The Committee emphasizes 
that it does not view itself as a 
censorship, board |n Judgment of 
what 'mature- university students 
read or write, cither within or 
outside the University communi- 
ty. The Committee wants to ma-

There is no doubt that there 
must be limits and bounds to 
all freedoms, including freedom 
of: expression. An absençcî|!|^, 
boundaries, even in the^^uSo^W^ 
language, can lead to serious 
problems, including an erosion 
of the standards which distin- 
guish a civilised community. Lan-- 
guage is part of culture, and ttic 
publication of offensive, vulgar 
material, in execrable taste, may 
pose a threat to culture itself. 
We will not attempt to explore 
the limits of good taste and the 
boundaries between literature 
and smut, except to state that 
the article in question may be 
. devoid of literary merit, jvhat- 
ever the satirical intent may have 
been. The absence of redeeming 
literary qualities is compounded 
by the harm and damage, real 
and potential, to the University, 
to the members of. the Kennedy 
and Johnson families, and others. 
The publication of the article 
shows an appalling insensitivity 
and a deplorable lack of empathy 
and consideration for the feel- 
ings of other persons, not only 
those directly mentioned but 
large numbers of the normal 
community of readers of the 
McGill Dally. References to liv- 
ing persons in a scurrilous, and 
disgusting manner aro^incxcusa- 
ble, whether or not they arc 
actually punishable under the 
laws of libel or obscenity. There 
should, be great freedom to 'ex- 
près.^ ideas, but the manner in 
which these ideas may be ex- 
pressed should not necessarily 
be without constraints imposed 
by;^Mdet)uin^.lvicw of what has 
beeplald^move, the Committee 
has come to the conclusion that 
the publication of this article in 
the Dally does, in fact, contrave* 
no standards of decency appro-

Having regard to all the cir- 
cumstances, the Committee's de- 
cision is to reprimand Messrs. 
Alinutt and Fournier (4.8.4 and

to the conduct of Messrs. Ali- 
nutt and Foumier and are with- 
out prejudice to the Committee's 
findings or action in the matter 
of Mr. .
